in the Way. He Does Not “ Choose 


to Run.” Judge Says 


Already Made Provisions 
For Cell at Michigan City 


“ W e want to expedite mat­ 
ters in this case," said W ill­ 
iam Taylor, an attorney of In ­ 
dianapolis, who is one of sev­ 
eral involved in affairs of the 
I. & ('. traction line, where 
a 
further hearing was held 
in 
court here this morning. “ We 
want to give 
‘the 
governor' 
plenty of time tp prepare 
for 
his cam paign," lie said, 
ad­ 
dressing Judge Sparks, in 
a 
jovial manner. 


Judge Sparks, alw ays quick 
to answer in a like manner, re ­ 
plied with humor, “ I lmve a l­ 
ready made provisions fo r a 
cell at Michigan C ity ." After 
the laughter in the court room 
had Subsided, Air. Taylor 
who 
himself at one time was a can­ 
didate for governor, respond­ 
ed, “ [f you ever go through a 
prim ary election for governor, 
vou lmd better change that, or­ 
der tor a padded cell. " 


Judge W ill AL Sparks, who 
was 
mentioned in a story appearing 
in 
the Sunday S ta r as a prospect for 
republican 
candidate for governor 
by a new deal group, today 
stated 
that he would not, nor could not, be 
a candidate for that office., 
Judge Sparks stated that the con­ 
stitution of the state of 
Indiana, 
for one thing, would prevent 
him 
from being a candidate, and for the 
second reason, he “ does not choose 
to run.“ 
The constitution, 
Judge 
Sparks 
says, contains a provision that a 
judge cannot resign his position, or 
aspire while acting as judge, to any 
executive office, and that the only 
offices a judge can seek while serv­ 
ing his term as a judge, is that of a 
higher judicial office. 
The constitution was so fixed, a c ­ 
cording to Judge Sparks, in 
order 
to prevent judges 
from 
seeking 
higher offices and becoming involved 
in polities, by seeking 
executive 
positions. Tt is of a different thing, 
if a judge seeks a higher court posi­ 
tion. because an aspiration of this 
kind is judicial and not that of poli­ 
tics or executive in nature. 
Some persons wore of the opinion 
that he could resign his office 
as 
judge, and then come out n^ a eandi-

Judge Sparks, always quiet 


to answer in a like manner, re- 
plied with humor, "I have al- 
ready made provisions for a 
cell at Michigan City." After 
the laughter in 1hc court room- 
had subsided, Mr. Taylor who 
himself at one time was a can- 
didate for governor, respond- 
ed, "If yon ever go through a 
•primary election for governor,

Judge Will M. Sparks, who was

Judge Sparks stated that the con- 


stitution of the state of 
Indiana,

The constitution, Judge Sparks 


says, contains a provision that a 
judge cannot resign his position, or 
aspire while acting as judge, to any 
executive office, and that the only 
offices a judge can seek while serv- 
ing his term as a judge, is that of a 
higher judicial office. 


The constitution was so fixed, ac- 


cording to Judge Sparks, in order 
to prevent judges 
from 
seeking 


higher offices and "becoming involved 
in" politics, liy seeking 
executive 


positions. It is of a different thing, 
if a judge seeks a higher court posi- 
tion, because an aspiration of this 
kind is judicial and not that of poli- 
tics or executive in nature.

ibeen decided upon definitely," Spaf- 
ford declared here yesterday. "My 
only thought in making the sugges- 
tion -was for the sake of upholding 
the lU. S., constitution and support- 
ing government policies. I icertainly 
did not

the Legion 


should enter a political controversy 
or try to shape legislation. All this 
hue and cry is being made over 
nothing."
